London, : Sept. oy .—British troops in their drive north 
through Palestine, alfeady; have counted 18,000 Turkish’ 
prisoners, and; have ‘eélected-120 guns, according to an 
official statement giveri‘out; this evening, t by the British war 


office.. 
COMPLETE SURPRISE ° 

London, Sept. 22.—Further inform- 
ation received concérning the drama- 
tic advance of the’ British army in 
Palestine, began during the night of 
September 19, serves to confirm the 
completeness of the surprise and the 
nagnitude of the success. A special 
correspondent at General Allenby’s 
headquarters writes: ‘ 

“The victory ig much more impor- 
tant than the number of prisoners at 
present reported indicates, for the 
Turks have been dealt a smashing 
blow and are retiring into the hills 
as fast ag hig weary legs will permit. 
The British are pressing him with 
splendid energy, delivering overpow- 
erling blows in every attempt to re- 
sist. 

ANOTHER DEFEAT 

“The situation {gs most promising 
It is certain that General Allenby 
will now deliver another large por- 
tion of Palestine from the domina- 
tion of the Turks, as well as inflict 
on the enemy a severe defeat. 

“Preparation for this battle en- 
tailed a good deal of marching. - The 
troops were always moved by night 
and remained hidden in the orange 
and olive groovey in the day time. 
Tho British mastery of the air pre- 
vented-enemy observers from seeing 
any change in the disposition and 
the movements of large columns. 
Troops of all armies were thus con- 
cealed skillfully in a country where 
the marching of men _ raises...huge 
clouds of dust, and the Turk, too, 
possesses possessions that command- 
ed a wide range. But he remained 
mytified, which is the finest tribute 
that could be given to thé work of 
the British staff. 

The infantry opened a way for the 
cavalry to pass through and then’ 


there was a wonderful spectacle of 


long columns of British yeomanry 
and Australian light horse and pic- 
turesque Indian cavalry moving over 
a wide expanse of country through- 
out the coastal sector of the plain of 
Sharon to get to the enemy’s rear.” 
SURPRISE ATTACK. 

One incident showed the nature of 
the surprise attack made by the Brit- 
ish. A staff car with Turkish officers 
in turning a corner in one town, met 
a British armored car and all the 
Turks were captured. 

The roads converging at Nablus 
and beyond are jammed with retreat- 
ing transports and fugitive troops, 
affording easy targets for our airmen, 
who are raiding them with bombs 
with terrible effect, and also are 
machine gunning the roads and doing 
great execution. At one spot where 
the road hag a sheer descent, great 
piles of transports _are heaped up. 

In the southern Section east of the 
Nablus road, Welsh and Italian troops 
encountered strong resistance Wed- 
nesday, but achieved a remarkable 
performance, capturing all their ob- 
jectives. The units making the at- 
tack moved in_ echelon, passing 
through one another as they reached 
the assigned limits, covering about 
10 miles of most difficult country. A 
unit of Cape colored troops engaged 
in- the operation displayed -Breat gal- 
lantry and puh. 


TURKS OVERWHELMED 


With the British army in Palestine, 
Sept. 20.—While the Turkish army 
Wag occupied in etrengthening its de- 
fensive position, Gen. Allenby’s plans 
for the present offensive were care- 
fully matured. The troops were in- 
tensively trained and the ground was 
closely studied. British airplanes 
prevented cne:y craft from crossing 
the British lines to observe the pre- 
parations for the attack, which took 
the Turks completely by _ surprise. 
The Ottoman right flank, though in 
formidable positions, was overwhelm- 
ed. British forces went through the 
enemy’s wires and captured his first 
line trenches before he had time to 
lay down a barrage. Of the remain- 
ing works, some were most powerfully 
organized, but they were speedily 
overcome by the dash and gallantry 
of the British and Indian troops. 

In one sector an entire Turkish 
regiment with its commanding officer 
wag captured with significant loss. 
Within a few minutes after the offen- 
sive was launched the Turkish troops 
were streaming eastward in the dir- 
ection of Tulkeran. 

The British air supremacy was so 
complete that not one German mach- 
ine was able to show itself. British 
aviators harassed the enemy by a 
series of bombing raids, while camps 
troops and transports were effectively 
machine gunned by low-flying air- 
planes. 

The German airdromes at the same 
time were dominated by the British 
machines which dropped bombs on an 
enemy plane that attempted to rise. 
The airmen also assisted the infan- 
try to advance by means of smoke 
screens; the night-fliers bombed the

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FRENCH BREAK DOWN 
ATTACK AFTER ATTACK 


GERMANS MAKE FIVE FUTILE 
EFFORTS TO HURL BOCK 
MANGIN’S MEN 


With the French Army in France, 
Sept.- 20.—Thg progress of General 
Mangin’s army toward the western 
extremity of the Chemin des Dames 
has driven the enemy to violent re- 
actions. Five vigorous  counter-at- 
tacks were made during the night 
against the rew French positions 
east of the Moissy farm and forth of 
Allemant. In every one of these un- 
successful attacks the Germans lost 
heavily. 

.-The French troops have stoutly 
maintained all gains made in this. 
region during the past few days, and 
in spite of intense artillery fire have 
succeeded in organizing their new po- 
sitions. There is. now only. about 
three quarters of a mile of ground 
separating the French from the 
heigths on which stand the ruins 
of Fort Malmaisons. It ig most diffi- 
cult ground, however, and excellently 
adapted for the kind of fighting which 
the Germans are carrying on. It is 
heavily timbered and the broken 
ground,-decp ravines and deep slopes 
make it impossible for tanks, but fur- 
nish the best possible positions for 
machine guns; which the enemy has 
essembled in great numbers. 

It is the plateau of Chavignon the 
Germans are defending here so des- 
perately. More than, 430 of their dead 
were picked up over a space of half 
a mile long by a quarter of a mile 
deep during the recent fighting. The 
position of this plateau, which is the 
key to the ‘positions north of the 
Chemin des Dames, would compel the 
enemy to abandon the greater part of 
St. Gobain forest. 

There can be no hurry in carrying 
out the immense task General Man- 
gin’s men have before them, but they 
already haye pressed on much too 
closely to their goal to permit the 
Germans to remain indefinitely on 
the defensive.” 
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COAL MINERS STRIKE IN 
EDMONTON AREA 


Edmonton, Sept. 20.—Miners in the 
employ of the Sturgeon Consolidated 
collieries, operating the Bell mine at 
Namao, went on: strike Wednesday, 
About forty men are included in the 
strikers’ list, and their demand is for 
an increase in wages of 20 cents a 
ton. 

The strike is regarded as part of 
a movement for higher wages for 
miners throughout the Edmonton dis- 
trict, in which the Humberstone, 
Bush Clover Bar, Twin City, McPeak 
and Dawson mines are involved. A 
beginning having been made with a 
notice to the Humberstone Company 
that its employees want a raise figur- 
ing out to 133 per cent. over their 
present rates, it is anticipated that 
similar action will be taken in the 
case of other mines in the district, 
and the strike is taken as indicating 
what ig likely to become a general 
demand in the Edmonton coalfield.

Sandusky, O., Sept. 20.—Speaking 
in German, nearly 200 ministers and 
elders attending the 37th anniversary 
of the central synod of the Reformed 
Church of the United States, here 
today, bestowed blessings upon Presi- 
dent Wilson and prayed for a “speedy 
victory for the Allies.” 

The session was in German, be- 
cause many of the aged clergymen 
knew no other language.

The following letter was received 
from Rev. Fulton, giving a short ac- 
count of his journey across to Ireland 
and may be interesting to his many 
friends: 

Drumsfad, Millisle, Donaghadee, 
Ireland, August 22nd, 1918. 

Dear Mr. Wood,—I arrived at the 
above address some little time ago, in 
good health and good spirits, after an 
uneventful voyage. I had a splendid 
sailing across going home with a 
transport containing about 6,000 
American soldiers, and of course quite 
a number of passengers were on 
board. We had an escort all the 
way, I don’t think the submarine 
would have cared to face us. Leav- 
ing New York we had an escort for 
a day of six- destroyers and one bat- 
tle cruiser, the latter came with us 
till within two days of landing, then 
we were met by eleven destroyers 
from dear old England. What a sight! 
Britannia rules the waves—mighty 
England—master of the seas. 

I am afraid we have been giving 
too much credit to the army and too 
little to the brave ‘men who day and 
night are traversing the seas, making 
it possible for old England to live. 

We are proud these days that our 
position on the western front ig very 
much better, that the unspeakable 
Hun is being driven back to his own 
corner. His hope of victory is gone. 
Well, I am having a good holiday, 
every place looks fine. Passing 
through from Liverpool to Holyhead 
the country is very prosperous look- 
ing and Ireland is similar. If the 
voluntary system of enlistment does 
as well in the south as it is doing in 
the north these last few days, Ireland 
won't need conscription, but that is 
doubtful. I would like very much to 
see Ireland ag a whole do her part in 
this war. Remember me to all friends,

WILL CLOTHE AND 
REFIT 2,000,000 
SOLDIERS FOR U.S, 


ENGLAND oar UNDERTAKEN 
THIS TASK—8,000,000 YARDS 
OF CLOTH NEEDED. 


London, Sept.: 30. —The self-sacrifi- 
cing .of Americans in skimping their 
own food supplies ‘in order to feed the 
allies ig being-matched to some ex- 
tent by England’sundertaking to re- 
fit and clothe ~ 2,000,000 American 
soldiers. This will mean a_ great 
shortage of cloth for the civillan pop- 
ulation. ; 

Eight million yards of cloth will be 
required for the uniforms of the 
Americans, a record breaking order. 
Demands of the. British and French 
armies will also have to be met. 

No increase the prices of the 
standard suits for civilians {gs looked 
for. ? 

Every effort will be made accord- 
Ing to the authorities, to prevent pro- 
fiteering in cloth all of which . is. to 
be made ‘under p it. All stocks on 
hand will have es be accounted for. 

Two months-ago there was enough 
cloth available to make 750,000 men's 
suits to measure, at about $22 each. 


LIGHT IS THROWN 
ON THE ASSASSIN 
PACT WITH REDS 


DISCLOSURE OF HOW IRON HAND 
OF HUNS WAS EXTENDED 
TO FINLAND. 


Washington, Sept. 19.—How the 
iron hand of the German general staff 
was extended into Finland, through 
the German-paid Russian Bolsheviki 
government is pictured in today’s in- 
stalment of secret documents brought 
out of Russia from the American gov- 
ernment. There are also some notes 
from the German intelligence to Trot- 
zky, telling more of the story of the 
suppression of revolutionary propa- 
ganda in Russian provinces after it 
had played its part in throwing the 
provinces into German control. 

When the Bolsheviki were slow 
about opening the way for complete 
sway for their masters in Finland, 
the German intelligence service had 
“the honor” to remind them that the 
withdrawal and disarming of the Rus- 
sian Red Guard in Finland must be 
commenced immediately. Further- 
more, the Russian agents were direct- 
ed to send to Finland a trusty agent 
to deal with Yarvo Haapafainen, chief 
of the Finnish White Guard, who was 
disposed to be loyal to his country. 
This, Edgar Sisson, who procured the 
documents, explains in a_ note, ac- 
counts for the sudden withdrawal of 
the Red Guard last March, leaving 
Finland to her fate. Some of the 
Russians resisted disarmament, but 
they were beaten. 

A series of curt orders from the in- 
telligence service to Trotzky calls for 
the removal of all agitators from The 
Ukraine, Estland, Lithva, and Cour- 
land and for the restoration of rights 
and property to German landlords, 
who had been declared outlawed in 
Estland. 

Other communications throw for 
ther light on assassin compacts be- 
tween the Bolsheviki and Anarchists, 
which have figured in earlier chap- 
ters of the series. A list of Anar- 
chsits hired as “agents for the de- 
struction of counter-revolutionists,” 
includes several characters of inter- 
national notoriety.

FRENCH CONTINUE | 
TO ADVANCE 


British Capture Trenches 
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With the French Army in France, Sept. 22.—General 
Debeny’s troops continued to advance toward the Lafere 
road, south of St. Quentin today. They reached Lanbay, 


the Lemoulin farms and the 


Venduil forest which is only 


1,000 yards from the road and about a mile from the Oise 


river. 

As the French draw nearer the 
Hindenburg line, around St. Quentin, 
the Germang multiply their efforts to 
keep them from it North of the 


Somme they appear to be organizing} 


a defensive system on the heights 
which run parallel to the Hindenburg 
positions from east of Holnon to Hill 
123, south of Holnon and _ thence 
through Hill 138, east of Savy wood to 
Dillon height, on the road from Ham 
to St. Quentin. This line is being 
feverishly fortified against tanks 
with mine fields. The eastern slopes 
of these heights are utilized to shelt- 
er troops which appear to be quite 
dense there. A system of communi- 
cating trenches hag been dug to per- 
mit the circulation of reinforcements 
and the bringing up of supplies. Gen. 
Debeny’s men are now in_ contact 
with this line of resistance and they 
continue to advance, notwithstanding 
the formidable fortifications and the 
energetic resistance of the enemy’s 
infantry. 

London, Sept. 23.—British forces 
last night attacked the German lines 
between St. Quentin and Cambrai, 
opposite Le Catelet, making progress 
in the vicinity of Tombois farm and 
capturing a group of trenches and 
strong points on the ridge northwest 
of Vendeuil. Field Marshal Haig an- 
nounced in his official statement to- 
day. Another enemy strong point 
near the Ronssoy-Bony road, just to 
the south, also was taken by - the 
British. A successful local attack 
was carried out south of Villers-Guis- 
lain.

“ ITY OF PEASANT 


Paris, Sept. 19.—“Joan of Arc, they 


are calling you!” 
As if in answer to the words-of the 


‘popular song, a new Joan of Arc has 


appeared: in France. 

She is a young peasant girl, hum- 
ble, “obscure, ‘like her great spiritual 
prototype. Her name is Claire Fer- 
chaud. She is already something of a 
power in provincial Catholic circles, 
and her fame hag reached into the 
war: department and has even been 
recognised by Premier Clemenceau. 

Mile. Ferchaud owes her fame to 
her prophecies concerning the war, 
many of which have proved true, to 
her religious exaltation, which she 
has materialized into literary works 
and to her fervent patriotism, which 
has given her the confidence of states-} 
men and generals whom she _ has 
shown how they can save France. 

In devout circles it is devoutly be- 
lieved ‘that Christ, under the image of 
the Sacred Heart, has appeared in the 
little church of Loublande, near which 
she lives on her father's farm. 

Her gifts of prophecy are remark- 
able. It is beyond doubt that in 1916 
she announced that members of the 
government were plotting against 
France and that sedition would have 
to be punished soon. The Bolo Pasha 
and Bonnet Rouge trials proved she 
was right. 

Early this year she warned several 
generals that the western front would 
soon be pierced, adding that the Al- 
lies would pass from “despair to vic- 
tory,” and that the cry “Tout est per- 
du!” (All ig lost) would immediately 
transform itself into “Tout est sauve” 
(All is saved)—a forecast amply ful- 
filled by the recent German offensives 
and the Franco-American victory 
which followed them. 

The prophetess believes she will die 
when her mission is completed and 


. the war won for France, and that her 


death will come when she is 24. As 
she is now 22, that will bring her 
death and victory for the Allies in 
1920. 


POPE STARTS ENQUIRY 


The young peasant’s religious ex- 
altation and apparitions have arous- 
ed the interest of the clergy, starting 
with the Bishop of Poitiers, who was 
so impressed by his questioning of 
her that he called her mysterious 
powers to the attention of Pope Bene- 
dict. The Pope instructed Father 
Hugon, one of the most learned theo- 
logists in France, to open an inquiry 
into her case. Father Hugon’s report 
has not yet been published, but it is 
said to confirm the sublimity of her 
‘inspirations. 

She has been introduced to Presi- 
dent .Poincaire, and recently called on 
Premier Clemenceau. The “Tiger,” 
who is not a religious man, granted 
her five minutes, but yielded to her 
mystical charm and talked with her 
It is said she urged him 
to recall into active service a general 
brought into disgrace last year by a 
political intrigue, assuring him that 
he would lead the French troops to 
victory. A few weeks later this gen- 
eral stopped the German onrush in 
front of Compiegne! 


SACRED HEART WILL WIN 


Claire Ferchaud repeatedly declares 
victory will reward France when she 
again becomes religious and when the 
Sacrdd Heart ig carried on the French 
fiag. Impressed by this declaration, 
several infantry regiments adopted 
the emblem, but military rule inter- 
vened and forbade its use. Thousands 
of poilus, however, have pinned on 
their breasts a button adorned with 
the image. In Parig the emblem is 
wvorn by countless civilians. 

In her home village of Loublande, 
Claire has founded a religious order 
with girls of her age, and is popular- 
ly acclaimed as a saint. The humble 
hamlet is becoming a place of pil- 
grimage.

FAR'NORTH RIVAL 
SPITZBERGEN FUEL 


’ Vancouver, B.C., Sept. 16.—Back 
from the Far North Vilhjalmur Stef- 
ansson, Canadian Arctic. explorer, 
reached here late to-day on the 
steamer Sophia from Alaska. He 
leaves tonight for Victoria, from 
which he sailed over five years ago, 
on the trip he is now bringing to a 
close. 

“It seems as if I've never’ been 
away,” Stefansson said, on arriving 
“Although I am ‘outside,’ I would 
rather be up in the Arctic. I hope to 
return north some day, but have no 
definite plang for the future explora- 
tions. : 


Stefansson said his party did every- 
thing it set out to do. “We did not 
discover a continent northwest of 
Prince Patrick Land, as reported,” 
he asserted. “We did find several 
new islands, We mapped and explored 
this new land, we made scientific ex- 
plorations of the country around 
Coronation Gulf.” — 


STUDIED AND MAPPED 


“We studied the Eskimos, the 
plants, the animals, and mapped the 
ocean currents and channels.” a 

The explorer plans to start Oct. 31, 
at New York, on a tour of the country 
giving lectures for the benefit of the 
Red Cross. The next two years, he 
thinks, probably will be spent com- 
piling reports of his work for the 
Canadian government. ~° 

Stefansson did not say much about 
the “blondg Eskimos,” he has _ been 
reported as having discovered on an 
earlier expedition into the country 
east of Coronation Gulf. “They were 
not really ‘blond Eskimos,’” he de- 
clared. ‘We found a colony of about 
1,000 natives, about 1 per cent of 
whom had light eyes and Nght hair.” 

Stefansson returned alone. About 
25 men were with him when he left 
the outside world aboard an _ old 
whaler, the Karluk, June 17th, 1913. 
According to the explorer some of 
these men are now back in the Uni- 
ted States, some are fighting in 
France, others are still in the Arctic, 
while a nurnber are Jead. 


GIVES UP ATLANTIC TRiP 


When he left, Stefansson flanned 
to negotiate the northeast passage to 
the Atlantic ocean. The failure of a 
boat to meet him at Neville Island, 
when he had completed the hardest 
part of his eastern trip on foot, caus- 
ed him to give up the plans to com- 
plete his journey on to the Atlantic. 

He confirmed the reports that cop- 
per and coal were found by him in the 
north. “We found coal: on nearly 
every island we touched,” he said. 
“These coal lands may some day be 
of great value, for it was only ten 
years ago that the Spitzbergen Islands 
in the Arctic were little thought of as 
coal producers. Now, the Spitzber- 
gen Islands, farther north than many 
islands on which we found coal, rival 
Wales in coal production.” 

On his way east, Stefansson will 
stop at Wynyard, Sask., to visit his

“LAW IS TANGLED, 
‘BARRISTER SAYS) 


A. MACLEOD SINCLAIR CHARGES 
AMAZING STATE OF AFFAIRS 
EXISTS eT 


ADOPT IMPOSSIBLE REMEDY, 
HE DECLARES 


An amazing state of confusion in 
the Alberta law respecting juries was 
alleged to exist when’ A. MacLeod 
Sinclair, opposing an application, for 
a jury trial in the case of McIntyre 
vs. The Pacific Grain Company at 
the court house, Calgary, last week, 
asserted that the last legislature 
amended an act which is not now in 
force, and never has been. si 

The legislature, Mr., Sinclair de- 
clared, had followed the draftsmen 
of the act like proverbial sheep, and 
he further asserted that the judges 
of Alberta, in an effort to cure the 
evil, had adopted an impossible rem- 
edy. The recital lightened the usually 
sombre surroundings of the chambers 
presided over by F. L. Clarry, and 
after hearing the argument the case 
wag adjourned for consideration of 
the perplexing point. 

BAD LEGAL MIXUP 


According to Mr. Sinclair’s argu- 
ment, the existing law respecting trial 
juries ig contained in the old North 
West Territories Act and the Alberta 
Rules of Court, the former an act of 
the Dominion parliament and the lat- 
ter rules of procedure promulgated 
by the judges of the Supreme Court. 

The legislature of the North West 
Territories itself passed a “Juries 
Ordinance.” The last paragraph 
however, of thisordinance states that 
the act shall not come into force un- 
til certain sections of the North 
West Territories Act have been re- 
pealed by the Dominion parliament. 


NEVER REPEALED 


These sections have never been re- 
pealed and the Juries’ Ordinance is 
not, and never has been, in force. 
Some legal learned draftsmeA were 
nothing daunted. The legislature at 
the last session seriously passed 
amendments to the Juries’ Ordinance. 
While the powers of parliament are 
paramount within the scope of its 
legislative authority, and although 
the legislative gentlemen at Edmon- 
ton are notorious workers of miracles, 
they were unable to amend an act 
that was never in force and is as 
nothing. 

The judges, said Mr. Sinclair, as 
soon as this heartrending blunder was 
brought to their lordships’ notice, 
sat in conclave. The Iinfallibility of 
the law must be re-established; the 
judges’ amendment, the rules of,the 
court, and the lapse of the legislature 
has been camonflaged in the remedy 
of the judiciary, he said. 

ATTEMPT THE IMPOSSIBLE 

It is, however, now urged by Mr. 
Singlair that the judges have also 
attempted something impossible. By 
promulgating rules of procedure, he 
asserted, they have overridden the 
legislated provisions of. The North 
West Territories Act with which the 
suggested procedure is inconsistent. 

The situation leaves a layman dizzy. 
It is rumored around the city that

SERBS CAPTURE 
45 VILLAGES IN 
STIFF FIGHTING 


ALL OBJECTIVES REACHED IN 
RENEWED OFFENSIVE ON 
MACEDONIAN FRONT. 


Paris, Sept. 18—The following of- 
ficial statement dealing with opera- 
tions on the Macedonian front was 
issued tonight by the war office: 

“Despite important reinforcements 
hastily brought forward by the enemy 
who defended his new positions stub- 
bornly, the offensive of the Allied 
armies continued successfully on the 
17th. All objectives fixed for the day 
were reached. Attacks developed on 
a front of about 35 kilometres and 
progress was made to a depth of 15 
kilometres in certain points. 

Serbian troops operating with 
french and Greek detachments, took 
after a violent attack, 45 villages, in- 
cluding Zovik and Stravina and the 
heights of Potchichte and Bechihte, 
north of the river Gradeshnitza, and 
the village of Gradeshnitza, which was 
stubbornly defended by the’ enemy, 
who had orders to hold it at any cost. 
In the centre they progressed on the 
hill which is situated near Koziak, 


#|advanced north east of Koziak and 


took a foothold on the hills of Kuch- 
kov. To the east they crossed the 
Perez and occupied the massif of To- 
poles.

AUSTRIANS WERE 
MAIN SUFFERERS 
NEAR ST, MIHIEL 


WERE DEMORALIZED BY FIERCE 
ATTACK OF YANKEES—TAKEN 
BETWEEN TWO FORCES 


Paris, Sept. 17—Referring to the 
presence of Austrians before the 
Americans in their advance, La Lib- 
erte says the Austrian troops felt the 
shock of the American brigade, the 
audacity of which demoralized the 
enemy and that they were then at- 
tacked on the flank by a regiment of 
French colonials. Taken thus _be- 
tween the two forces, the Austrians 
suffered terribly. Added to this 
double movement, a squadron of 
tanks drove through the Austrian 
ranks, thus completing their utter 
demoralization, and compelling the 
entire body to surrender. 

The Austrians were chiefly in the 
sector northward of MXivray, their 
right resting on the defenses around 
St. Mihiel. They attempted vainly to 
seek shelter in the fringes of the 
woods, but were quickly driven out. 
One Austrian battalion which sur- 
rendered seemed overcome with ter- 
ror. 

Some of the Austrian units, rein- 
forced by Prussian battalions, at- 
tempted to retreat toward Vigneulles, 
but French colonials cut them down 
in a terrific bayonet charge. 

This disastrous ‘first appearance of 
the Austrians in any large numbers 
attracted widespread attention, as 
showing that Germany igs now com- 
pelled to draw Austrians from the 
Italian front.

Communications written in Janu 
ary disclose that the Bolsheviki were 
fully informed of what the Germans 
were doing in the Ukraine and knew 
that peace treaties with the Ukraine 


jand Roumania were coming. They 


also learned quickly enough that Ger- 
many was disposing of their hopes to 
see their revolutionary propaganda 
take root on German soil. 

Notes from the German intelligence 
service to Trotzky, the minister of 
foreign affairs, show first that a Turk 
with a Russian passport was sent to 
Petrograd to keep watch over the 
Russian commander-in-chief, and that 
a month afterward, late in February, 
removal of the commander-in-chief, 
General Bonch Bruevick, was demand- 
ed. Bruevick, whose continuance in 
the position was particularly no long- 
er desirable, “to the Germans” was 
turned out and General Parsky, named 
by the German intelligence service, 
was appointed to command the Petro- 
grad district. 

Another note from the intelligence 
service complains “that the agents 
sent to kill Generals Kaledines, Bog- 
aevsky and Alexieff, were cowardly, 
non-enterprising people.” This same 
document shows that as. long ago as 
December, 1917, former German pris- 
oners of war were being dressed in 
Russian uniforms to fight loyal Rus- 
sian soldiers. 

The significance of the documents 
is discussed in notes by Edgar Sis- 
son, who brought the documents out 
of Russia for the committee on public 
information. 

Today's instalment of Mr. Sisson’s 
report follows: , 


THE PLOT FOR A SHAMEFUL 
PEACE. 


Germany made its Russian peace 
with its own puppet government, the 
misnamed council of people’s com- 
missioners, the president of which is 
Viadimir-_Ulianov (Lenine), the for- 
eign minister of which was Leon 
Trotzky, and the ambassador of which 
to Germany is A. Joffe. Germany 
made this peace harder upon the 
Russian people as punishment for the 
ambition of its tools in seeking to 
become too powerful and in hoping 
for a little while not only that Russia 
would be delivered over to them, but 
that they could double cross their 
masters by turning a simulated Ger- 
man revolution into a real one. 

But their craftiness was a toy in the 
hands of rough German force. Ger- 


many was actually double-crossing| | 


them by negotiation with the Ukraine 
Rada at the moment they dreamed 
they were tricking Germany.

The acti effec of the wo'k of the 
Bolsheviki leaders, moreover, was to 
enable Germany to combine its former 
army of the Russian front with its 
western army for the launching of its 
March offensive in France. Such has 
been the fruition of Russia’s German 
directed Bolshevikism.

LETTERS FROM THE . 
FRONT 


Fred Fisher writes to his parents 
the following interesting letter: 


Somewhere in France, 

August 17, 1918. 

My dear Mother and Father.—Just 
a line to tell you I am well and not to 
worry about me as I am some two or 
three hundred miles now from the 
trenches, thank God. It is the small 
hours of the morning and I am sitting 
in the office of a hospital with my 
watch ‘in front of me and a chart by 
it indicating to me_the medicine I am 
to give and the number of the bed 
the patient is in who is to receive it, 
and every half hour I take .a walk 
through the long ward with its many 
white beds and its pale faced occu- 
pants and see if everything is all 
right. I go to work at 8 pm. and 
come off at 7 a.m., it is a very long 
lonely night, but sometimes: not with- 
out its excitement. [am living in 
the mountains and it is very pretty 
with its vineyards and its old historic 
buildings, but I did enjoy myself while 
in Paris for a few weeks. It is truly 
a gay city, and I liked it better 
than either London or Glasgow, Edin- 
boro or Dublin, ireland, and I hope’ to 
see it again. I do not like the place 
poor Ivan is buried in I will have him 
removed after the war if I live to 
get through it myself, as old Fritz 
hag the town and graveyard disfigured 
and scarred out of all reason, com- 
pared to when I saw it first in 1917. 
As you know I saw it after the ad- 
vance of old Fritz in the early part 
of 1918, and his damnable shells have 
made the place a sight. I have not 
seen Arthur since June last, or nearly 
two months ago, but I am almost sure 
this war has not done him or me any 
good, but we must be ‘thankful to be 
alive, for I tell you I have nearly gone 
west two or three times, but I have 
seen so much death that I have got 
to look upon it ag a very common 
thing, and do not think of it in the 
least ag I used to. As you know 


while up in the trenches my nerves 


got so bad that I could not be trusted 
with a stretcher case that was under 
fire, and lost my nerve. As I told you 
in a previous letter, I, and fourteen 
more men were blown down a long 
staircase into a dugout, and I -was 
deaf in both my ears and I could not 
hear a shell till it was close to me, 
and so gave me a rather queer feel- 
ing, but you would have to be under 
shell fire to understand what I mean. 
I think I am honest in saying it was 
pot fear, for prior to being blown 
down the dugout I never had the 
same experience, but I tell you I 
thank God I am out of the trenches. 
You must not worry about Arthur, 
for as you know, he is not. in the 
trenches but is in supports, always 
with the canteen. But when I was 
there I had to go and pick up wounded 
men in the field with nothing but a 
red cross on my arm for protection, 
and I tell you it was no snap either. 
But you must not think it is all hard 
luck in the army for I am going to 
Nice and Monte Carlo and Marseilles 
on the Mediterannean sea for a 
couple of weeks leave, and the army 
will give me 500 francs (100° dollars) 
to spend on the trip. Of course the 
500 francs is my own money, but still 
I get it out of my pay, and that is a 
trip I would hardly get in civil life, is 
it not. I had a letter from Wert a 
few days ago and some photos from 
Jean and I take it that you are fairly 
comfortable. I do hope that we are 
spared to see each other again. 
Won't it be a happy day when this 
war is over. Oh, I will be so glad. 
I tell you I would not have known 
Jean if there had been no name on 
the photos and I don’t expect I shall 
even know my own children when I 
get home, if I ever do. It may sound 
strange to you, but I am not worrying 
even if I do not get home again, but 
of course I hope I will. I hope you 
will drop me a few lineg and tell me 
how you are getting on and how you

La Belle France, 

August 24, 1918 

To the Editor, Red Deer News: 
Dear Sir,——As one of the old town 
boys, I presumed you would hardly 
obect to my writing you the follow- 
ing few lines, as this is my first letter 
to one of the town’s worthy citizens. 
I left the city in August, 1915, came 
across to Rural England the follow- 


ing month, and after a short stay in. 


that delightful country I was dis- 
patched ‘over here,’ and have remain- 
ed here intact ever since, with only 
one break when invalided to hospital 
at the base, a matter of a few weeks 
ago. Well, I am not going to ‘sing 
my own song,’ for the simple reason, 
‘everybody's doing it,’ I will there- 
fore, parade myself an _ exception; 
take it for granted, I am a very ex- 
ceptional individual when sized: as 
some of our good illustrious citizens 
will admit. Those who know me in- 
timately, of course. Nevertheless, 
what little I have accomplished is 
hardly in comparison to what others 
have done, therefore I will ‘hold my 
prate.” ’Tis very little I see of your 
valuable paper, or, in fact, any other 
of the provincial papers, so you may 
come to the conclusion I do not get 
much news from that source. of 
course I occasionally, but very rarely 
receive a few letters from a few 


friends;some of-the epistles I pre- 
sume go astray, probably they descend 
to Davy Jones’ locker (somepost office 
down in -that quarter, I'll wager). 
Apart from these sources there is an- 
ther ong I read of in a Winnipeg 
paper, and it grieved’ me to have the 
like brought to my notice. I refer to 
the ‘postal strike’of recent date which 
occurred, I believe, in the foremost 
cities of Western Canada. Perhaps 
that paper magnified the strikers atti- 
tude slightly, however, I’ll allow tor 
that—the fact remains, these same 
people’ played us false, making them- 
selves:-unworthy of the protection 
they are getting. They must certain- 
ly know, it being quite obvious to 
one and all, that such drastic meas- 
ures as they took to themselves 
would be detrimental to the lads in 
France and- England both, as the mail 
from home plays a great part in 
maintaining the spirit or morale of 
the troops. Let me quote an old 
saying—“Like waters to a_ thirsty 
soul, so news from the homeland is 
to the heart.” It would be well for 
such people as strikers in the mail 
service, to let the above be food for 
thought,-and learn to put aside ‘petty 
grievances till such time the greatest 
of all ‘wrongs’ is righted. ‘Taking a! 
conscientious view of the whole, it 
does indeed show the essence of sel- 
fishness on their part when every- 
thing is takeninto consideration. Take 
their position against ours, at $1.10 
per day, to say nothing of discomforts 
etc! What would: happen if the 
Tommies went on strike, should the 
opportunity avail itself. Words fail 
to express the disgust and contempt 
that is voiced by all here at the man- 
ner and indifference with which some 
of those at home dre exhibiting to 
us; one can hardly wonder why some 
of the returned veterans rise up and 
mob the like. The general opinion 
of men out here re strikers—I quote— 
‘The striker at home is a striker in 
the back’ therefore worse by far than 
the enemy who oppose us. If I were 
to continue to voice the opinions on 
the subject in question there would 
be many pages to fill, and as time will 
not permit I shall perforce have to 
cease comments on ‘the same. The 
good news of recent date has no doubt 
reached you ere now; along with the 
outstanding feature our ‘lads’ (or let 
me substitute the latest honor gained 

—‘Foch’s Pets’) have taken a great 
part in the ‘Victory Drive,',with minor 
loss; such a turn of the scale must be 
very humiliating to the Hun; however, 
we do not wish to humiliate the ene- 
my, just practically smash him, and 
that will most assuredly occur before 
the Allies are through dealing their 
‘master stroke.’

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FRUIT AFFECTED BY RINGS 
SHOULD NOT BE DESTROYED

The fruit that had been put in ars 
affected by the phenol on the rubber 
rings should not be destroyed, ac- 
cording to Dr. Mahood, who has is- 
sued instructions for the conserving 
of this produce. The phenol, or car- 
bolic acid {s in the composition that 
is used to make the rings and does 
not warrant any suspicion that it 
was used purposely. These rings 
are made by a firm in the United 
States, according to S. G. Freeze, who 
‘was present at the board of health 
meeting yesterday, 

The following rules were given by 
Dr. Mahood for the treatment of the 
trouble: 

1. New rings must be purchased. 
These are to be thoroughly sterilized 
by boiling in a solution of one tea- 
spoonful of baking soda to a pint of 
water for ten minutes. If the phenol 
is present in small quantities it is 
easily detected in the odor given off 
during boiling. 

2. Fruit suspected of contamina- 
tion from the old rings is then opened 
the old rings removed, the lip and 
corners of the jar carefully wiped| 
with a clean cloth and a new ring pea 
in place of the oid one. The fruit 
must then be sterilized. : 

8. The fruit can then be stored as 
before. As it is opened for use from 
time to time some jars may only be 
found to have absorbed the taste from 
old rings. These -‘may be discarded.

NO DANGER 


In answer to those who prophesy 
a sort of mob rule by returned sol- 
dierg after the war, the Toronto News 
recently published the following edit- 
orial under the heading, “No cause 
for Apprehension.” 

“There is no danger. The men 
who represent Canada overseas are 
not the sort that degenerate into a 
‘brutal and rapacious  soldiery,’ so 
often mentioned by the old _histor- 
ians. They are for the most part 
young men of intelligence and good 
breeding, the products of . Canadian 
homes and Canadian schools. Sol- 
diers who have learned discipline 
without unlearning their natural 
initiative are of too high a mental 
type to take pattern from the Rus- 
sian moujik and tear civilization to 
rags. 

“Consider the soldiers who have 
already returned. The proportion 
among them of ‘strong-arm men’ who 
demonstrate with stones and staves 
is almost negligible. There are 
thousands in civil life. Their bearing 
is as courteous, their manner ag quiet 
as that of any man who never saw a 
battlefield. They wear the service 
badge with pride. Of right they count 
it as a distinction. They are impati- 
ent at a few noisycomradeg who think 
a whoop is an argument and a crutch 
head the end of a discussion. These 
are the backbone of the Veterans’ 
Association, the strength of the army 
and the cream of Canadian manhood. 
Of them the country has great expect- 
ations which will not be disappointed. 
Canada will owe its future pre-emin- 
ence to these men who have seen 
great things and learned the meaning 
of duty.”

DEFENSIVE SYSTEM OVERRUN. 


“At 4.30 a.m. of the 19th, the main 
attack in which French troops partici- 
pated was launched after a sharp 
bombardment between Rafat and the 
coast. Our infantry made rapid pro- 
gress, Overrunning the entire hostile 
defensive system on this front and by 
8 a.m. penetrating to a maximum 
depth of five miles before swinging 
eastward. 

“The latest available reports indi- 
cate the Tulkeram railway junction 
was occupied by our infantry in the 
course of the afternoon, while a brig- 
ade of Australian light horse reached 
the main Tulkeram Messudieh railway 
and the road in the vicinity of Anesta, 
cutting off large bodies of retreating 
enemy with their guns and_trans- 
ports. 

“Meanwhile a strong cavalry force 
of British, Indian, and Australian 
troops moving northward on the 
cbastal plain had seized the road 


‘junction at Hudeira Legtera, 19 miles

WAR OF WORLD 
CONQUEST WAS 
PLANNED BY HUN 


PREPARATIONS WELL ADVANCED 
BEFGRE ASSASSINATION OF 
AUSTRIAN HEiR-APPARENT 


Washington, Sept. 20.—Another 
convincing link in the proof that Ger- 
many was preparintg to start a war 
of world conquest at least six weeks 
before the excuse for itw as offered 
by the assassination of the Austrian 
heir apparent at Sarajevo, concludes 
the amazing series of disclosures 
which the American government has 
given to the public through secret 
documents brought out of Russia. 

Two authentic documents are in- 
cluded in the final chapter of the 
story which began a week ago with 
evidence removing any doubt that 
may have existed that the Russian 
Bolsheviki government, headed by 
Lenine and Trotzky, is a tool of the 
{imperial German government. One 
of these is an original circular from 
the German general staff dated June 
9, 1914, directing that all industrial 
concerns be notified to open their ge- 
cret instructions for industrial mob- 
ilzation. Another dated November 
20, 1914, is from the German aval 
meneral staff and reveals that four 
months after hostilities began in 
Kurope “destruction- agents” were or- 
dered to Canada and the United 
States to hire anarchists and crimin- 
als for the bomb plots and work of 
terror which finally played a targe 
part in drawing the United States 
into the war. 

In addition to this authenticated 
evidence, Edgar Sisson, who obtained 
the paper for the committee on pub- 
lic information offers a remarkable 
group of circulars put in Russian text 
at Petrograd last winter purporting 
to be copies of documents taken from 
the archives of the counter-espionage 
bureau of the Kerensky government, 
supplemented by some from the files 
of the same burau before the fall of 
the Czar. Some of this mattér has 
been published previously in France 
and in this country.

laude F. House on Trial for 
: “Shooting With Intent 


. The fall ‘sittings of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta at Red Deer began on 
Tuesday afternoon before His Lordship 
Judge McCarthy. 

‘Rex. v. Wright. Charge of rape 
against Nathaniel Wright, near La- 
combe. The accused has been commit- 
ted to Ponoka asylum, and a stay of 
proceedings has been entered, by con- 
sent of the Attorney-General’s depart- 
ment. : 

Rex. v. Eve Sturgeon. Charge of 
sedition. The accused has cleared out 
with a horse and buggy belonging to 
his -bondsman, Mr. KR. C. P. Gee,, by 
whom he was employed on Mr. Gee’s 
farm. The application for estreatment 
of bail was adjourned until the next 
sittings, with the idea that the accused 
might be apprehended by that time. 
Mr. Quigg for Crown;. Mr. Russell for 
defence, 

-Rex, v. Alfred Schillings, New Hill. 
Charge of cattle stealing. Adjourned 
to next court owing to the absence of 
@ material witness for defence, com- 
mission to issue to take evidence of 
principal Crown witness who is called 
-up under the Military Service Act. Mr. 
Quigg for Crown; Mr. Russell for de- 
fence. 

Claude F. House, Kevisville, was 
placed on trial on charges of shooting 
with {intent to murder. One charge 
was taken up; there were also two 
charges of horse stealing against him. 
’ Mr. H. Frederickson had lost a colt 
on the 8rd of June, and on June 12, 
1918, Frederickson and Norgaard set 
out on a’search for it. They came to 
House's place at 3 o’clock, and saw 
there, according to their statement, a 
chestnut horse which came into evi- 
dence afterwards. In a stable in L. 
Adamson’s place, unoccupied, they 
found five horses—three claimed by N. 
H. Kolding, and two by Mr. Micklen- 
burg. Frederickson and Norgaard went 
over to Kolding’s: Mr. Kolding arrived 
home from .Kevisville between 9 and 
10 o’clock in the evening. After hear- 
ing their story, the three set out for 
Adamson's, getting there about 11 
o’clock, where they cached themselves 
among some trees some 50 to 75 feet 
from the stable. Not long after, they 
heard men approaching on horse back 
and saw one go into the stable, but 
they were too far away to recognize 
him. When he began to come out, 
Frederickson called out: “Now, Kold- 
ing, we have them” and this was an- 
swered by several shots from a revol- 
ver in the hands of the man at 
the stable. In the flashes from the 
revolver, they recognized House as the 
shooter. They shot in return and Kold- 
ing, who appears on open, Danish, min- 
ister, and one who has three sons at 
ister, believed he hit House, as 
House put his hand to his breast, and 
reached for his horse. His old gun, 
however, with old ammunition, he 
thought, would not do much harm, and 
would hardly penetrate the man's 
clothes at 20 to 30 yards, He shot from 
his hip, and intended to mark the man, 
but not to kill him. The horses rushed 
out of the stable during and after the 
shooting. They saw the chestnut horse 
in the bunch after the shooting. A 
halter picked up by the constables at 
House’s “camp” was identified by Mr. 
Kolding as his, 

Mr. Russell subjected the Crown's 
three main witnesses to lengthy and 
gruelling cross examinations, but did 
not shake Mr. Kolding’s story in any 
main particular. He was able to show, 
however, that, while Frederickson 
swore at this trial that he had recog- 
nized House's face when House shot, 
he had said at the first preliminary 
that he had not seen House’s face, but 
recognized him by his shape and form 
and subsequently by his voice, and at 
the second preliminary he said nothing 
about recognizing ‘House's face. Nor- 
gaard swore to its being House, owing 
to his outline and form, and quickness,’ 
and running to his horse; finally, he 
also identified House by his face, but 
Mr. Russell also was able to point out 
that this was the first time Norgaard 
had sworn to the face: at the two pre- 
liminaries he had said nothing of it. 
There were divergent stories as to 
whom the sixth shot was aimed at, and 
as to the order of the shots of accused 
and the party. 


The Defence 


The defence was a straight alibi for 
House. Mr., Mrs. and Miss House swore 
that House slept at home all that night 
and that he was not away from the 
place after he came back from Len- 
nox’s; he did not get up until 9 o'clock. 
They swore that a rifle which formerly 
hung up in their house had been taken 
away without their knowledge, and 
three horses were gone also: Mr. 
House had no revolver. Mr. House 
was trading nad dealing all the time 
in horses, and Mrs. House paid no at- 
tention to what horses he had. Mrs. 
Lennox swore to the Houses leaving 
her place between 9.45 p.m. and 10 p.m. 
fast time on the evening of June 12. 
Edno House said her parents got home 
Edna House said her parents got home 
that evening at 11.10 p.m. 

Claude F. House described the visit 
of Frederickson and Norgaard to his 
place in the afternoon, and his efforts 
to sell a horse to Frederickson. The 
visit of Mr. and Mrs. House to Len- 
nox’s and Lee's that evening was also 
described: he left for home about 10 
o'clock. After turning in the horses 
and having a smoke he went to bed, 
getting up between 9 and 10 in the 
morning. When he went up to the 
pasture he found three horses missing: 
the gates and fences were all right; 
he saw the horses’*tracks north into 
vacant land, muskeg and timber: he 
believed someone took the horses out. 
Mr. House said the “camp” in the 
spruce thicket was a rough shack from 
which to shoot coyotes. House burnt 
the coyote shelter on the 13th, because 
he saw signs of where thieves had ap- 
parently been round after his horses, 
they might be in the camp, he swore at 
them on the supposition that they might 
be in the thicket, and he set it on fire to 
drive them out. He missed his gun 
after he came back from tracing his 
horses. He went out to telephone the 
police about four o’clock. The first he 
heard of the shooting scrape was when 
he met Adamson and Christiansen on 
the road. He described his lost horses 
to them and asked them if they saw 
anything of the horses to let him know. 
He saw McKean afterwards and got 
home at 8 o'clock: he did not reach the 
police over the phone. He was not 
present on the occasion of the shooting 
described by Mr. Frederickson. He did 
not tell the police about his lost horses 
until they came to arrest him. 

To Mr. Quigg—House had not much 
use for the knowledge of horses shown 
by Kolding, Frederickson and Norgaard, 
to all of whom he had sold horses. 
Frederickson and Norgaard were mis- 
taken in recognizing any of the horses 
they got after the shooting as any of 
House’s horses they had seen in the 
afternoon; they did not see his chest- 
nut sorrell horse at the shooting. He 
had ridden fourteen miles_on the 13th. 


He had not seen a bed, or tobacco tins, 


‘Jor lunch basket or-any other stuff al- 


leged to have been seen by Mr. Kevis 
and the police at the camp at’11 o'clock 
when he set 
o'clock: he had seen the stovepipes, 
He rested ‘in the house ~ during 
the middle of the day. The “camp,” he 
admitted, was a safe, secluded place for 
anyone wanting to He hidden. Though 
he built it for a shack from which to 
shoot coyotes, he had never used it. He 
built it in the spring because the coyote 
would have been suspicious of a shack 
newly built in the fall. 

Mr, Quigg directed his crossexamin- 
ation chiefly as to the burning of the 
camp and the reasons therefor, House's 
resting on the 13th, House's failure to 
follow up his allegation of horses and 
rifle lost with the police, House's fail- 
ure to get after rumors alleged to come 
from Kolding that he was a_ horse 
thief. If House was a perfectly inno- 
cent man, why did he destroy evidence 
at the camp which might help to trace 
the men who, he suspected, might have 
stolen his three horses, taking his own 
story. He was interrogated as-to his 
acquaintance with Ray Moore, Jos. 
Lennox, Art Campbell, Ted Brightman, 
alleged deserters, but nothing special 
developed. 

Mr. Kolding met a man on foot in 
riding habit at 4 o'clock on his place 
on the morning of the 18th, who did 
not give a very clear account of him- 
self. He apparently was trying to 
avoid the military authorities. The 
cross questioning of the defence is dir- 
acted to show a similarity of build be- 
tween House and one Ray Moore, a 
cowboy of the district who is wanted 
for desertion, and who, the defence 
will claim, was the man who did the 
shooting and the horse stealing, and 
not House. Mr. House's’ witnesses 
of character have no faith in the char- 
acter of the Crown witnesses. 

Dr. DeLong gave evidence that, when 
he examined House twelve days after- 
wards, there were no signs of gunshot 
wounds, In cross examination, he 
said that, had any wounds been super- 
ficial, they might have healed in twelvo 
days. 

The case was finished on Friday 
afternoon, when after a short recess 
the jury returned a verdict of ‘not 
guilty,’ and the case was dismissed. 

The court was adjourned after the 
hearing until Monday, when the rest 


of the cases were taken without jury. 


AMERICANS ARE 
ALMOST AT THE 
HUN FRONTIER 


PUSHING STEADILY FORWARD— 
IN CONSTANT COMMUNICATION 
WITH HUN REARGUARDS. 
—— 

With the Americans on the Metz 
front, Sept. 19—Amercian aviators 
today reported shells from our heavy 
artillery dropping in the centre of 
Metz. A big factory has been struck 
ind direct hits have been scored on 

the fortifications. 

The Americans are ‘steadily push- 
ing their line forward, following up 
the patrols and their advanced posi- 
tions are now directly in front of the 
new Hindenburg line which the Ger- 
mans established last February. 

Our patrols have reconnoitered the 
section of the Hindenburg line sev- 
eral times and returned with reports 
concerning conditions. The Ameri- 
can main line now runs through Man- 
huelea, Pintheville, St. Hilaire, Don- 
court, Woel, Haumont, between Jaul- 
ay, Rembercourt, north of Vadieres, 
and south of Champey to the old line. 


ENCOUNTERS FREQUENT. 


Patrol encounters are frequent and 
bombardment of the front lines and 
rear area is heavy. The enemy is 
reported to be mining Haumont, ap- 
parently preparing to evacuate the 
terrain in that vicinity in a great 
retrograde movement to  Mars-la- 
Tours and Chambley. 

Chambley is three and a half miles 
north of Rembercourt. Mars-la-Tour 
is the same distance north of Cham- 
bley, on the railway running south- 
ward from Conflans, and is one of 
the chief pillars of the Hindenburg 
line. 

American artillery blew up a great 
ammunition dump behind the Ger- 
Man lines, made a direct hit on a 
‘big gun at La Chaussee, two miles 
north of Haumont and inflicted other 
damage. 

The advance of the American line 
is resulting in straightening out sev- 
eral pockets which were formed in 
the past three days. Villages, woods, 
quarries and dug-outs which were 
passed over by the patrols are being 
mopped up by the slower moving main 
body. 

Constant contact is being kept with 
the Boche rearguard, who have, now 
been cleared from the territory before 
he Hindenburg line. The enemy has 
now taken up his main positions along 
the ling on the whole front between 
the Meuse and the Moselle. 


NEAR GERMAN FRONTIER. 


One American patrol wag reported 
today to have penetrated 300 yards 
beyond Pagny-Sur-Moselle, two miles 
north of the Vailly, and just across 
the river from the German frontier. 

One American division has now 
established a record of capturing 90 
guns. Additional prisoners are con- 
stantly being brought in. 

The Germang in this region appar- 
ently were well fed. Quantities of 
candy, cheese and other delicacies 
have been found in enemy dugouts. 

The Germans are now dropping 
propaganda over the American lines 
from toy balloons, appealing to the 
soldiers of German ancestry to join 
them and asserting they will find 
greater liberty and opportunity in the 
fatherland. One propaganda sheet 
asserts that President Wilson is more 
English than American, and pictures 
Germany as defending herself against 
the world. The effect is laughable, 
as the German-Americans are the 
most bitter towards the enemy of any 
men in the army. 

A captured German wrote a note 
which he asked to be sent to the Ger- 
man lines declaring the stories told 
them .regarding Americans slaughter- 
ing prisoners are untrue. He said 
many of his comrades are tired of 
fighting and would surrender but for 
fear of being killed.

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MESOPOTAMIA 


It is no exaggeration to say that the 
whole world’s peace, its progress, and 
prosperity hang largely upon the set- 
tlement of the many problems associa- 
ted with this unique country of Mess- 
opotamia. 

(1) The development of its natur- 
al resources is a matter of some im- 
portance to multitudes. (2) The 
re-opening of its ancient highways 
and the construction of great trunk 
railway to India and the far East are 
matters of still greater importance, 
especially to the inhabitants of the 
Eastern Hemisphere. (3) But of the 
very deepest concern to all mankind 
is the prospect that in the settlement 
of Mesopotamia and the adjacent 
land of Islam Hes the possible doom 
of despotism and the dawn of a better 
era for the inhabitants of all five 
continents. 


PROSPERITY WILL SOON RETURN 


Half a century may be needed for 
the reafforestation and recovery of a 
land like Palestine, but a very few 
years will suffice for the restoring of 
prosperity to Mesopotamia. Its rich 
alluvial plains are capable of immedi- 
ate developments, irrigation schemes 
have already been thought out, and 
modern engineering skill can quickly 
transform this desolate land into one 
of the finest wheatfields in the world. 
Such a development alone would ob- 
viously benefit the working classes of 
europe, for so great an increase in the 
world’s wheat supplies would doubt- 
less reduce the price of the people's 
bread. 

There are also excellent prospects 
for the cultivation of cotton, for the 
further extension of the remarkably 
fruitful date gardens and ‘orange 
groves, for the breeding of ponies, 
and the rearing of Angora _ goats, 
which produce the famous silky wool 
so highly prized by the manufactur- 
ers. The vast undeveloped oilfields 
are of priceless value at a time when 
our needs for this essential commod- 
ity have so enormously increased, 

nen nearly every engine and all the 
most modern ships are being con- 
structed to be run by oil fuel. 

The Anglo-Saxon race for over a 
century have done much to foster im- 
provements in these afflicted lands. 
Comfortable river steamers have 
regularly plied between Bagdad and 
Busrah, and along the Karun River 
to Ahwaz. Enormous quantities of 
dates, liquorice, wool, gum, valonia, 
and other products hava been an- 
nually exported to the West by Brit- 
ish and American merchants. Their 
commercial enterprises, sarried on 
under exceptionally trying circum- 
stances, greatly alleviated the abject 
Poverty and squalor into which the 
Turks had driven the inhabitants. 

The great oil-refining factory south 
of Busrah, with its wonderful wharves 
and other fine buildings that cover 
an area of more than two square 
miles, gives employment to nearly 
seven thousand men. The crude oil 
is brought from different wells through 
nearly two hundred miles of pipe lines 
to the finery at Abadan; and this re- 
markable establishment, which has 
financially benefited both the Govern- 
ment and people of Persia more than 
any other commercial undertaking in 
the country, is the fruit of long and 
laborious efforts made by a British 
syndicate in a land of sweltering 
summers where dangers and difficul- 
ties abound. 

In less than two years British occu- 
pation has transformed Lower Meso- 
Potamia into something approaching 
a paradise. The population of Bus- 
rah has enormously increased, and 
the inhabitants have never before 
been so well off. Excellent wharves 
have been erected on the banks of the 
great Shat-el-Arab for the ocean-going 
Steamers which, under the Turkish 
regime, took days to accomplish what 
can now be done more economically 
in a few hours. Every creek has been 
bridged in this ‘Venice of the East”; 
numbers of roads have been made; 
electric light has been installed; elec- 
tric trams have invaded this long- 
neglected port; while an equally won- 
derful transformation is already -tak- 
ing place in the city of Bagdad. 

MANY IMPROVEMENTS. 

Thousands of men have _ repaired 
the river banks, the Euphrates is 
becoming navigable, and for the first 
time for centuries there have been 
no pernicious floods thisyear in Lower 
Mesopotamia. Two railway lines 
are spreading away to the north; an 
enbankment of twenty miles long has 
recovered for agricultural purposes 
a marshy area of forty-eight square 
miles, where wheatfields, vegetable 
gardens, dairy farms, and _ poultry 
farms, all under the care of profes- 
sional farmers from India, are ade- 
quately providing for the needs of the 
British Forces in Mesopotamia and 
preparing to send food supplies to the

“On September 17-18 the Alli 
troops in the East greatly extended 
the successes of the two preceding 
days. The Bulgarian divisions engag- 
ed on the front of the attack retreat- 
ed in disorder on the Czerna. Our 
troops in their pursuit have reached 
the Czerna on one part of its course 
and have occupied in the mountainous 
zone Gyurov Kamen and Chazerna, 
have crossed the Belashniza river and 
gone beyond the region of Rojden, 
as well as the Blatez massif. 

“The enemy left behind prisoners 
and considerable material, which have 
not yet been enumrated. 

“In the region of Lake Doiran, Brit- 
ish and Greek troops likewise have 
carried forward an attack and gained 
a foothold {n the enemy first posi- 
tions, notwithstanding stubborn re- 
sistance. A great number of prison- 
ers have already fallen into their 
hands. The attack continues.”

MEETING OF RED 
DEER PRESBYTERY. 


The Presbytery of Red Deer held its 
semi-annual meeting 1n Knox Church, 
Red Deer, last Tuesday and Wednes- 
day with a good attendance of minis- 
ters, students and elders. With the ex- 
ception of one of the younger students 
excellent work had been done by all the 
missionaries, the work of all the men 
from the United States being most 
praiseworthy. A deputation consisting 
of Messrs. McKee, Robinson, McPher- 
son and Slack, from the Evarts field, 
put in a strong plea to have Mr. W. G. 
McKechnie retained as the missionary 
on his present field; Other flelds were 
also anxious to have him. The Presby- 
tery after considering the work and the 
missionary, decided to recommend that 
he be continued on his present field. 
The need of an ordained minister at 
Nordegg was fully considered and a 
recommendation sent forward on this 
matter. A deputation consisting of 
Messrs. A. Reay and Wm. Purdie asked 
that valley Centre be supplied from 
Willowdale for the present. This was 
approved, and an application was made 
for a missionary to devote his time to 
the other points on this field. A manse 
was reported built and paid for by the 
Three Hills congregation. 

One of the most enjoyable sessions 
was the one from 6 to 8 o’clock when 
the ladies entertained the visiting bre- 
thren to supper in the hall of the church 
and the ladies and some visitors list- 
ened to speeches by the missionaries. 
Mr. Dunbar, an elder from Guelph and 
a businessman there, had spent the 
summer on the Mound field west of 
Olds. He said one result of his sum- 
mer’s work would be that he would 
double his missionary givings on his 
return to business. The speeches were, 
without exception, excellent, including 
the sincere thanks to the ladies for their 
hospitality. Rev. Wm. Millar, formerly 
of Willowdale and now of Trochu, was 
again welcomed as a member of the 
court. Mr. MacLean, representing the 
Provincial Sunday School Board, was 
present and spoke of the importance of 
the Boys’ Conference to be held in Red 
Deer about the end of November. The 
Forward Movement being organized 
throughout the church and the national 
service commission, one of whose prin- 
cipal duties is in connection with the 
returned soldiers, were given careful 
consideration and committees appoint- 
ed to report at a later meeting. The 
scarcity of men for the mission flelds 
makes the carrying on of the work very 
difficult, but the response of the theo- 
logical students to the call of King and 
Country, and the fact that all the mili- 
tary medals from the Victoria Cross 
down had been won by the men who 
were at one time among our student 
missionaries in Alberta, showed the 
type of men who had done and were 
doing pioneer service in the work of 
the church.

“No’one will ever get saved at the 
‘| Chautauqua” was a statement recently 
made by one professedly interested 
in ‘evangelistic effort. Our ~ interest 
in the remark is not inthe religious 
or educational value of an institution 
that has already won its way into 
Western Canadian life, but rather in 
the view of soul-saving indicated in 
such an utterance. “My business,” 
said’ a very efficient Sunday school 
leader of international repute, “is to 
save souls, I sit real estate to pay 
expenses.” : 

In both these Gintances it is evident 
that soul-winning is regarded as a 
form of effort quite distinct from the 
business of everyday living. Obvious- 
ly, however, in the second case the 
manner of conducting one’s business, 
on principles of honesty and _ fair 
dealing would have a very great deal 
to do with the efficiency of the soul- 
winning. 

Is the business of saving souls re- 
stricted to special forms of evangelis- 
tic agency, an enterprise to be en- 
gaged in only by -workers specially 
trained for the task? or is religion 
more vitally and intimately related to 
the whole life of man than the ideas 
just expressed would lead ug to think?, 

The late Donald Hankey, author of 
a very original and suggestive series 
of articles “The Students in arms,” 
hag stated that religion is the widen- 
ing of a man’s horizon to include 
God.” Dr. Lyman Abbott has defined 
religion as the life of God in the soul 
of man.” These statements cannot 
be regarded in any sense &s an ade- 
quate definition” of religion, but they 
have thig merit, that without attempt- 
ing to ‘fathom the eternal thought,’ 
they indicate the place religion has 
in relating the life of man to God. 

Without doubt, the soul’s awaken- 
ing, the new birth, conversion, re- 
generation, or whatever term we may 
use to describe the quickening of 
man’s spiritual nature ig an instan- 
taneous experience, a moment when 
the spirits true endowments stand out 
clearly, and in the light of lifg we 
see the God of Love.

der regardless of the fact that he has 
been unable to correctly interpret 
what is asked of him to do.” 


PROTEST THEIR LOYALTY. 


The petition is about one thousand 
words in extent and protests loyalty 
repeatedly, insisting that the alien 
enemy papers have been closely cen- 
sored since the war by Dominion 
officials and have consistently sup- 
ported the Red Cross and _ Victory 
Loan Campaigns. In conclusion, the 
petition urges that before the gov- 
ernment undertakes to suppress these 
alien enemy papers that Sir Robert 
Borden receive a committee of their 
editors to hear more directly their 
contention against such a policy.

AROUSED ANTAGONISM. 


It was Budka who aroused so much 
antagonism by issuing a pastoral let- 
ter when Austria attacked little Ser- 
via, urging all Austrians to return to 
Europe at once and fight for their 
fatherland. That was, of‘course, just 
before England entered the war, but 
the people of Yorkton, Sask., the 
centre of a large alien enemy com- 
munity, held a mass meeting and pro- 
tested to the government at that time 
over the incident. 

Budka escaped prosecution by a 
very narrow margin.

Permanent parties, Mr. Ostrogorski says,: are 
governed by the pursuit of power, they presume on

Those who claim to represent the party have but to 
dangle before them the exigencies of the party to 
gain possession of their wills, as by a mesmeric pass.
